The Corn Crop of 1895. 


The Illinois department of agricultuie 


has just Issued its report showing the 
condition and crop of corn for 1895. 
The same has been exceeded but four 
times-in 1875,1877,1879 and 1888. On 
the reported area planted of 6,925,000 
acres, 267,425,000 bushels were produced, 
averaging 39 bushols to the acre.

tions.

CONVENTION CALL ISSUED 


Chairman Carter Calls for the 


Election of Republican 


Delegates. 


Chairman Carter of the Republican 


national committee, Saturday issued tho 
following call for the national conven 
tion: 
"i'o the Republican Electors of the 


United States: 
In accordance with usage and the in 


structions of the Republican nationa 
convention of 1892, and trie direction of 
the national committee, a national con 
vention of delegated representatives o: 
the Republican party will be held at the 
city of St. Louis, in'tha state of Missouri 
on Tuesday, the 16th day of June, 1896 
at 12 o'clock noon, for the pufpoee o! 
nominating candidates for president anc 
vice-president ol the United States, to 
be supported at the next national elec 
tion, and for the transaction of such 
other and further business as may be 
brought before it. 
"Tae Republican electors in the sev 


era! states and territories, and voters 
without regard to past political 
affilia 


tions who believe in Republican princi 
pies and indorss the Republican policy 
are cordially invited to unite under this 
call in the formation of a national ticket 


•"Each state will be entitled to four 
delegates at large, and for each repre 
sentative in congress at large two dele 
gates, and each congressional district, 
each territory, and the District of Co 
lumbia to two delegates. The delegates 
at large shall be chosen by popular state 
conventions, called ou not less than 21 
days' published notice, and than 30 days 
before the meeting of the national con 
venhon. 
"The Congressional district delegates 


shall be chosen at conventions called b< 
the congressional 
committee of each 


such didtnct in the same manner as the 
nomination of a Representative in Con 
gresa is made in eaid district; provided 
that in any congressional district wher< 
there is no Republican congressiona 
committee the Republican State com 
mittee shall appoint from the residents 
of such district a committee for the 
purpose of calling a district convention 
to elect district delegates. The Terri 
torial delegates shall be chosen in the 
same manner as the nomination of 
Delegate in Congress is made. The dele 
gates from the District of Columbia shal 
be chosen at a convention to be callei 
by the committee of three provided 
for by the National committee at its 
meeting in Washington City on Dec. 10 
1895 and such^couveution shall be con 
stituted of members elected in distric 
primaries to be held at euQh time anc 
places and presided over by such judges 
of election as said committee of three 
may appoint. 
"In addition to the representation now 


authorized by the rules of the Nationa 
convention for the Territories of Utah 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Arizona 
the committee adviees each of said Ter 
ritories to elect four delegates and th 
admission of such additional delegates to 
the convention is recommended. 


"An alternate delegate for each dele 


gate to the National convention, to ac 
in case of absence of the delegate, ehal' 
be elected in the same manner and a! 
the same time as the delegate is elected 


•'All notices of contests must be filec 


with the Secretary of the National com 
mittee in writing, accompanied by print 
ed statements of the grounds of contest 
which shall be made public. Preference 
in the order of hearing and determining 
contests will be given by the convention 
m accordance with the dates of filing 
such notices and statements with the 
Secretary.

RATS FULV OF GOLD. 


Boy* Catcb tbe Rodenta In Jewelry Fac- 


tories and Cremate Them. 
It is said to be a common practice for 


boys in watch and jewelry factories to 
kill the rats which infest tbe buildings 
and burn the bodies to obtain the gold 
Many oiled rags are used in burnishing 
watch cases, and in time they become 
impregnated with gold. The rats eager 
ly devour these rags, and a few months 
of this kind of diet fills the interior 
mechanism of the rat with a gold plat 
ing.

BOSTON, Dec. 
17.—The dispatch 


printed y«sterd»j morning as to the 
Formation of »n Irish-American army 
for the liberation of Ireland in the 
principal cities of the country was 
ihown to Col. Bogfer F. Seannell, one of 
the old eat members of the Ancient Or- 
der of Hibernians in this section of 
the count ry, and who is also promi- 
nently idontiSed with the Clan-na- 
Gael and cither Irish organizations. 


'You can say forme," said Col. Scan- 


nel, that there are already in this city 
several companies formed of the Irish- 
American army. 
They have been 


drilling regularly in their respective 
nails, and most of the members are 
jood shooters. The companies are 
ocated ia the city proper, South Bos- 
ton, East Boston, Charlestown and 
Roxbury. and, all told, there are 1,300 
men enrolled in the new organization. 


'In addition to drilling in their re- 


spective halls the members of the or- 
gani/ation take advantage of the holi- 
daysand go out into the woods, where 
they practice with their rifles. 
The 


leaders, of the movement are military 
men, nearly all of whom are veterans. 
The bulk of the organisation is mostly 
young men who are imbued with en- 
thusiasm and are readytodoall in their 
power for aiding their native hind. 


"The Clan-na-Gael believes in open 


warfare and are opposed to so much 
secrecy in the agitation of the free- 
dom of Ireland. They intend to have 
it conducted in a more open manner, 
and upon broader principles. It has 
been proven in the past in all Irish 
movements that the secrecy which pre- 
vailed resulted in detriment to the 
cause. This was due, no doubt, to the 
selfishness of the leaders of (the move- 
meat. In many of the Irish move- 
ments large amounts of money have 
been eontributed hy the Irish people 
and the handling of these large 
amounts of money is tempting to all 
parties 


"At present there is a difference of 


opinion among the leaders of 
the 


movement on the question of religion 
entering into it. Some of the leaders 
argue that from the time of Henry 
Grattan 
Protestant Irishmen have 


been as faithful as Catholic Irishmen 
in their devotion to the'Old Sod.' In 
the ranks of the Clan-na-Gael are 
•many Protestant Irishmen, including 
ministers, and they have been true and 
«te»dlast members of 
the 
order. 


On the other hand, it has been proven 
that informers were Protestant Irish- 
.men, who were the hired officials of 
the British. Among Clan-na-Gaels the 
question they are now discussing is 


ether in this new movement it is 


safe to trust so important a movement 
to Protestant Irishmen. 


This Irish-American army must not be 


confounded with th« Ancient Order of 
Hibernians. It is true that there are 
thousands of Hibernans who are also 
Clan-na-Gaels. •'The ancient order, 
however, if. a benevolent organizition, 
but at the same time they are loyal in 
their devotion to the native land." 


Col. Scannel addedjthat the time of 


oratory had gone bj'and we must be 
ready for other means. 


' While Parnell lived we thought 


that Ireland would receive what it 
ought to by moral sxiasion, but having 
failed in that direction we must tr-y 
eome other method 


"Some idea of the strength of the 


Clan-na-lSael in this country," said Col. 
Scannel, "'can be gained from the 
statement that there are fully 70,000 
men enrolled in the organization 
Councils for the Clan-na-Gael are 
established in every state in'the Union 
The union is strongest in Chicago and 
Philadelphia, while New York and Bos- 
ton come next in order. 


"There is no reason why the tory gov- 


ernment cannot give Ireland what she 
is entitled to, and it is, now time thai 
the Irish, who are in a position to de- 
mand their rights, should avail them- 
selves of different means to try and 
.obtain them. 


"Europe was never so long in peace 


•and slumber before and she cannot re- 
main in that position much longer." 


In conclusion the colonel said: 
"European wars must take place 


mow and again, and if anything should 
happen, the Irish-American will be 
found ready for the conflict and the 
Hub of the Universe will furnish it's 
•complement of the army."

have, in the difference of exchange, an 
advantage of 50 per cent., and that 
this advantage, joined to their mechan- 
ical skill, their low wages and their 
cheap 
mode 
of 
living, ena- 


bles them to undersell all competitors 
and will if not checked, transfer the 
manufacturing for the world from the 
west to the east. The only way, to 
prevent such an evil, Mr. Stewart ar- 
gued,, is to restore the parity between 
gold and silver. No action vv as taken 
on the resolution, which lies on the 
table to be called up at any time for 
further discussion. 


The other proceedings in the senate 


to-day were of a routine character. 
Petitions were presented for a restora- 
tion of the wool and woolens schedule 
of the McKinley tariff act, and for one- 
cent letter postage.

vide for more pumping powet and recom 
mending other improrttnenta under tb, 
bead of fire nod water which invoh^j 
the funding of the (present bonded w. 
deb ted ness of the city so as to 
available the 130,000, now in , 
fond to pay bondadue neit spring, w 
pay for such improvements. Tho report 
which was adopted authorized the 
mayor to appoint a committee of thrw 
aldermen who with himself should look 
the whole matter over and report to the 
council. 


The Mayor appointed Aldrro.cn It. j 


Stratton, Qeo. S. Simpson aud (,. \ 
Ahrens and the following is the report 
they submitted to the council last night 
and which was unanimously auopted 


To the honorable, the City Council 
Pursuant to resolution of your honor 
able body at its lost meeting, directing 
the mayor to select three members ol 
the council to consider the matter ol m 
creasing supply of water apparatus for the 
extinguishment of tires, I called Alder. 
men Himpaon, Stratton and Ahreu asi 
committee and have given the subject 
lucfa consideration as has been possible 


To comply with the recommendation 
that new pumps be furnished and placed 
upon a level with the reservoir, necew 
tates the removal of the electric light 
plant to the same point and tho erection 
of a building to cover and protect the 
same and a new set of boilers, at a heau 
outlay of money. 


It is shown that the present, reservoir 


will hold water for one day's conButnp 
tion only. That if provision is made, to 
increase the pumping capacity, it M

for supply of water are inadequate and 
their present location not adapted fur 
economical and efficient service, in often 
heard, so that the committee, unfutml.

to making changes or remedies. 


The incitement to investigation of the 


subject is the Opera House tire, where, 
it is charged by some of our people, tie 
supply of water and our fire apparatui 
were inefficient for contending against 
a fire of so great dimensions. The 
statement of your water works engineer 
is, that he ran his pumps at their full 
capacity for a period of fourteen or fif 
teen hours and with no risk; that it vu 
merely performing the duty guaranteed 
It should be understood that tbe claim 
made by the originator of direct supply 
of water, the Holly system, is thut by 
locating 
shut off 
valves 
In 
main 


or 
supply 
pipes, 
the flow of 


water 
can 
be greatly reduced or 


entirely shut off from other portioni 
of the service and tbe product of Ibe 
pumps concentrated upon any desired 
portion or section, utilizing the full 
capacity of your works for the time be 
ing.
